fectures in the world, both for dry and wet, 
Sugar growing there in great abundance, aud 
their Mines ſurpaſſing for Generous all that e- 
ver I taſted yet: when proſecuting our voyage, 


»aries or Fortunate [lands , where under the 
pick.of Teneriſf we lay ſome dayes becalmed, 
it being one of the higheſt mountains in the 


innacently built their Tow:r there, ſecure from 
Deluge, and did it extend it ſelf a little higher, 
ane could not imagine a more pleaſant nor ea · 
ſier paſſage unto Heaven. From thence we 
ſayl'd along the coaſt of Afrique, towards 
the Iſlands of Capo verte, which we paſt with- 
out touching at them, the Air being general - 
ly held anmho.ſom, but at that Seaſon Infetti- 
2s ; after which, ſteering our courſe Weſt⸗ 
ward towards the Braſilt, and once paſt all 
comerce the land has with the Sea, of common 
air, and repercuſſi on of waves, &c. we had the 


ſtorms, the Winds ("which ſurely on thoſe 
Seas blow all from Land)hardly having breath 
endugh for the long Voyage they had made 

a 47 *% {Rv : rc 
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to fill our ſayls, and che air ſo pure, as in 
compariſon with the pleaſure of it there, it 
ſeemes a4 paire to breath on Land, where 
the air is ſtuffing, ſuffocatirg, and noiſom, 
tainted as it paſſes, with Ordures and Filth, 
(there being few. Countryes like Arabia, af- 
fording more ſweets than ſtenches) whereas 
that of the Sea comes purely (as it were) 
drayn'd and purified by the Sun- beams, as it 
paſſes to the fence. Then for other plea- 
ſures, you have none on Land, but we had 
ſome at Sea to equal it; and to begin with 
the moſt incredible, Hawking and Hunting, 
(befides Fiſhing) we had perpetually for more 
than a moneth together. Our ſhip be- 
ing all incompaſt with Dorado*s or ſhinin 

Fiſhes (ſomwhat like Dolphins) hunting the 
Flying Fiſhes, which you might ſee on Top 


| of the water, flattering to eſcape, and the De- 


rade bounding to overtake them, till being 
hard purſued, and ſo near preſt, as they were 
in danger to be ta'n, the poor flying Fiſh 
would get on wing, and flying one danger, 
incurre another; for a flight of Sea fowl (call'd 
Booby's by the EngliſhYfollowed us all the way 
hovering in the air, in expectance of their 
prey, ſeeing the flying fiſh on wing , would 
ſtoop at them, and each one — — one, 
flye them to a mark.

Whilſt we lay h re at Anchor, our AA or 
riners Angling, took certain Fiſhes about th tut 
higneſſe of Recyars or Guynets which they calffor 
C'mmy Fiſhes from their reſemblance of ouſ the 
Cunnirs in face (but only they wanted EarsJthe 
with bellies all white and chequered, whicf hut 
ſwell'd juſt like blown bladders, when theyſhc 
had lain a while panting on the Hatches, theſſthe

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were rank poiſon, as the Portkgiiez, aſſured os; 
the Sea being full of divers other venomous 
| Fiſhes, which renders the water unwholſom, 
ing as I experimented my ſelf, when bathing me 
MF init, Icame out all faintiſh and ill-diſpos'd, 
accuſtom'd to come out of other Seas more 
ſtrong and vigorons. Mean time advertiſe- 
ment being given from the Fort unto the 
Town of our arival, they (perceiving us to 
de frends) ſentdivers Boats and Canoes forth 
to weleom us, and bring us aboard all ſorts of 
i freſh 'provifton and fruits of the Country. 
Their Midſummer being our Mid- winter 
here. Amongſtthe reſt, having Pilots ſent us 
to conduct us in, we weighed Anchor to- 
wards Evening, and with a gentle Brize or gale 
from Seaward, blowing conſtantly every Nighe 
from Sea, as every Morning it does from Land. 
We entred theBay betwixt two mighty Rocks 
ſome mile aſſunder ( the one (from its form)

could have purchaſed the like, there being no 
Janes nor Penſions to lodge or eat at, as with 
us; all who frequent thoſe parts being her 
Merchants, who lodge with their Correipon- 
dents, or Sea faring men, who lodge aboard, 
never amy man like me before making that voy- 
age merely on Curioſity. 


Of Brafil in general, 
Braſil, as 'tis. confined by the 3 add 


one (ide, and the Rivers of Amgzones and de 
Plus on th*other, is a vaſt Continent, and far 


bigger than all Europe, the Climat is hot and 


moiſt, by reaſon of the aboundance of Rain 


that falls there continaally ; yet are there no 


Rivers at all in the Countty (but only thoſe 
it is ſurtounded with) from whence any wa- 
try yapours ſhould exhale.

- The Town of St. Sebaftians is ſituate in 4

a bunch, in husks like Beans, all yellow when 


they are ripe, the fruit of colour and caſt much 


like our Apricech , but much more firm and 
more delicious. For their Caijus, it is a ſort of 
Tree of the bignes of our ordinary Apple · trees, 
the leaves like cheſnut leaves, and fruit much 
like the bigger ſort of green Figs, faſtned to 
the Tree in lieu of ſtalk, by certain Cheſnuts , 
which roaſted are excellent meat, the fruit ea- 
ten whole, melts all away to juice, exceeding 
cooling and refreſhing, excepting certain 


*ſtrings which hang in your teeth, ſo tough,you 


cannot ſwallow them. The Guaver is a certain 
Tree about the ſame height and bigneſſe, the 
Fruit is round and green, like to our Nefa- 
rias, but cruſhe, yon finde a round red 
pulp within, about the bigneſſe of a Bilyard 
ball, eating like ſo many Strawberries moulded 
into a paſt, Another ſort of Fruit they have 
call*d Hamont, growing like great green pears, 
ſome 20 or more in cluſter on the top of the 
Tree, never ativing to the maturity of being 
eaten raw, but they make a good conſerve.

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And Linas of a mixt Hecies , 'betwixt the O- 


range and Limon, all round, with a bunch on 
the top, of a drier taſt, & mor eager douce than 
either. Another Tree they have, of whoſe 
root dryed, and the moiſture preſt out of it

de pan, as they call it, which they uſe inſtead 
of bread, when freſu and recent, tis like the 
Crums of wheaten bread, and when ſtale, 
like pownded Oatmeal ; by every ones Tren- 
cher chey lay heaps of this, and chough Bread 
(made of Corn, brought fiom Portugal and 
the #eftern If and.) be neicher ſcirce nor 
dear, yer moſt of the Inhabitants rather eat of 
that.

lament; I to rectifie their underſtandings in 
either, told them firſt, That the right Inſtitu- 


tion of the ne of England was fo far 
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nem, 

diminifhing the Royal Authority, as on the 
contrary it rendred it, but the more abſolute, 
whence they were deceived, who ima ined the 
Parlament there an imperious Maiſter , as cis 
in ſome Countries, or an abject Vaſſal, as it is 
in others; it being rather in nature of an 
hutable frend, to adviſe and counſel as often 
as Was requiſite for the Kingdoms good ; That 
there are ſome things which” like the wheels 
of Chariots, or wings of Birds, look like bars 
thenſom ; when in they are but helps te 
ſupport and lighten the burthen, and one of 
thoſe things was the Parlament of England;
